WPA ROAD PROJECTS 

The grant of funds by the Works Projects Administra- 
tion for the year 1939 has enabled the Selectmen to carry 
out considerable improvements on Town roads and streets 
the past year. 

The work done on the various roads and streets is sum- 
marized in the following list of improvements : 

The West Whipple Hollow road was completed and a 
steel cable fence erected at danger points where needed. 
This cable with all necessary attachments was supplied 
without cost to the Town by the WPA. 

The Center Whipple Hollow road and School House road 
were also finished this year. Sheldon Avenue road has been 
completed during the past year’s road program. 

Thrall Avenue has been rebuilt and widened. A new 
cement bridge with suitable guard rails was built. The steel 
and 450 bags of cement were furnished by the WPA at a 
refund of 5% to the Town. 

Elm Street was raised and widened. A new cement 
bridge was built and equipped with cable guard rails. 

Ten stone culverts and 12 new metal culverts were in- 
stalled on these roads. Metal culverts were furnished by 
the WPA at a refund of 5%. 

WPA workmen supplied all screened gravel for the 
Pleasant Street and Center Whipple Hollow roads. This re- 
quired 450 yards of screened gravel. 

Repairs have also been started on the Town Farm road. 
A total of three and a half miles of road has been built this 
year. 

The men working on these projects have been paid 
$28,500.00 by the WPA. 

The WPA has assigned four trucks and drivers for the 
past two months without cost to the Town. 

Twenty-five men and two trucks were employed on the 
WPA State Project, thus relieving the Town of consider- 
able expense which it would otherwise have had to assume.

WPA CEMETERY PROJECT 

The Pleasant Street Cemetery has been completed with 
the following improvements: 

The entire area has been filled and graded, all head- 
stones and markers were set up and repaired and cement 
foundations were placed where they were required. New 
wire fence and posts were installed wherever needed. 

Eight workers were employed on this project and re 
drived $1,332.49 in wages from the WPA. 

These improvements have made this cemetery one 
equal to any in appearance. The former appearai.ee of 
abandonment and neglect has been relieved by this work. 
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WPA SEWING PROJECT 

This project has furnished necessary clothing for 107 
families of 534 individuals. The Town would have had to 
purchase this clothing had it not been for the project. The 
clothing was distributed as the needs of the recipients war- 
ranted. A total of 3,222 garments of all kinds was com- 
pleted and distributed during the year. The following is an 
itemized list of the articles made: 

736 Women’s garments 
397 Young men’s garments 
1884 Children’s garments 
156 Household articles. 

This list includes dresses, sleepers, underwear, trousers, 
overalls, knickers, pajamas, shirts, layettes and bedding. 

A total of seven workers were employed on the project 
and received $2,913.93 in wages paid by the WPA.

WPA NURSERY SCHOOL PROJECT 

The Works Projects Administration Nursery School is 
lurated in the Town Hall and occupies three rooms — play 
room. sleeping room and kitchen. 

This project has an enrollment of twenty-five children. 
Dur ng the past year, five workers have been employed and 
fea’ • received $2,030.40 in wages for that period. 

The primary purpose of the Nursery School is the phy- 
tica] welfare and wholesome mental development of pre- 
•chcx.l age children entrusted to its care. This objective is 
carried out by providing physical examinations and health 
-.ir.-. by furnishing nutritious and well-balanced meals, and 
the setting up of an environment favorable to their growth. 
A schedule of activities suited to the needs of the young 
child has been developed to carry out these aims. 

The Nursery School equipment for the use of the chil- 
dren consists of a large slide, teeter-totters, sand box, books, 
-vissors, paste, clay, paints, small tables and chairs and 
similar material, to which the child may give his attention. 
The schoolroom is a combined work and play room of cheer- 
ful aspect. 

Indoor games are played during the inclement and win- 
ter weather. Emphasis is placed on out-door play during 
the summer months. Carefully planned activities conducive 
to the child’s development are the major features of the 
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daily program. At various times during the day the teach- 
ers gather the children together in natural groups to enjoy 
music and rhythm, games and story telling. 

The daily program starts with health inspection, drink- 
ing of water, cod-liver oil followed by orange, tomato or 
pineapple juice. Individual attention is given each child in 
the routine of dressing, undressing, toileting and sleep. The 
objective of this instruction is to train the child to be more 
self-dependent. 

The past year it has developed upon the sponsors of the 
Nursery School to raise twenty-five percent of the food bill 
for the Nursery Project. This problem has been met by 
holding Bingo Games, Dances and Card Parties. This effort 
has met with a gratifying response from the citizens of the 
Town and through their co-operation we have been able to 
raise the necessary funds for the continuation of this fine 
work. The staff of the Nursery School appreciates very 
much the fine response of the Townspeople in helping this 
good cause. 

The parents and Nursery School staff hold meetings 
twice a month with a WPA Parent Education Field Worker. 
These meetings provide an opportunity to discuss the latest 
in child welfare and guidance. Some of the discussions have 
been devoted to a study of child's diseases and the making 
of toys and games for children of Nursery School age. 

A well-balanced noonday meal preceded by a short rest 
is followed by a nap. Each child has his own bed to sleep in. 
A total of 3950 meals have been served during the past year.

REPORT OF NY A ACTIVITIES 

From February 1, 1939 to January 31, 1940 
RECREATIONAL PROGRAM 

The keen interest manifested in the Recreational act- 
ivities is evidence that it is not merely a passing fancy, but 
is based on the realization of the new trend toward com- 
munity play and entertainment. The good foundation laid 
in previous years for the program and the continued large 
crowds which patronize the outdoor and indoor sports, 
planned both for the adult and the younger children, show 
that these activities are liked and desired by the people of 
the Town. 

The following figures are not shown merely as another 
exercise in arithmetic but to indicate the large number of 
people who get both exercise and enjoyment out of com- 
munity play.

Forty-eight boys are at present receiving part time 
wo"* and instruction on the job. The payroll for the project 
brings in a total of $1,000.00 a month to the Town of West 

Katland. 

The completion of the Town Storage Plant was the 
high px>int of the local NYA project for 1939. This structure 
a long felt need. The building is used for the storage 
of the Town’s road and school equipment. The unsightly 
dump at the end of Ross street was filled in during the 






34 

grading and filling around the building. The property has 
an estimated value of $4,500.00 and the initial cost will be 
more than repaid over a period of a year. It is a valuable 
and useful addition to the Town’s property. 

Heavy wire screens were made and installed on the 
windows of the High School Gymnasium. This will take 
care of the ever recurring cost of replacing expensive panes 
of glass. Inside the gymnasium four windows were boxed 
up, thus adding to the comfort of the building. 

Construction and erection of swings, teeter-totters and 
other play equipment, for the new playground came within 
the field of NYA work. A cement shuffleboard court was 
laid out and built on the playground. The above equipment 
and playground makes an ideal place for the children of the 
town to have recreation in safety. 

The NYA contribution to West Rutland’s efforts to 
make the streets of the community safe for driving and its 
children was the marking and painting of traffic lines and 
safety zones. This work continued during the Summer and 
Fall months. 

Canvas covers for the protection of WPA men riding 
on trucks during the cold weather were also made at the 
NYA workshop. 

Hand looms of maple built in the workshop and used 
throughout the State are taking a part in the campaign to 
bring back the old handcrafts and skills so popular and 
common in the Vermont of other days. 

The Town Clerk’s office was redecorated by the boys 
on NYA. This striking improvement in appearance is in line 
with the policy of the Town, to keep its property in first 
class condition. 

The making of 200 work benches and tool cabinets for 
the State Department of Education is the next biggest job 
of the NYA for 1940. Through a grant of money by the 
State NYA to pay the cost of materials and working in co- 
operation with the Department of Education, these benches 
and cabinets are made in the local workshop. They are dis- 
tributed to the Rural Schools throughout the State. The 
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5 feet long, 33 inches high and 25 inches wide 
attracted of maple and spruce.
